The Doeo of the District of Jetinchol 


Nearly All Eaten for Food. 


ST. PKTKRSBURG, Oct. 20.—Advices 


from southeastern Russia state that 
extraordinary 
measures 
are being 


taken everywhere by the local authori- 
ties to deal with tho distress and that 
systematic personal application is being 
made to all the well-to-do for aid. The 
appeals do *iot bring in as much as 
was hoped, on account of the stagnant 
condition of trade. 


From the district of Jetinchef comes 


a peculiar story to the effect that the 
dogs of that region, which arc noted 
for sagacity, 
and which arc used 


largely for carrying burdens and other 
domestic duties by the peasantry, have 
neatly Jill disappeared, having been 
killed by their ownerb and others for 
food. 


Resigned His Official Position. 


NKW YCVHK, Oct. 20.—Senor Mard, 


consul general of tlie Argentine Re- 
public and a prominent; merchant of 
i\\ih city, has rosined his official posi- 
tion, and tho consulships of tho repub- 
liri, of Urnyu.iy and Paraguay which he 
also held. Scuor Mard, who is a Cuban 
by birth, presided at the exccrciscs re- 
conlly held by the Cuban residents of 
this city in commemoration of their 
declaration of independence.

New Mexico.

Annual Report ot the Governor of New 
Mexico. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—The annual 


report of Gov. Prince of New Mexico 
has been submitted to the secretary of 
the interior. The report says that the 
people of New Mexico gratefully rec- 
ognize the action of congress in passing 
the land-court bill for the settlement 
of private land claims. No one Tout 
those familiar with the subject, the re- 
port says, can appreciate the import- 
ance of its advantage to the future of 
New Mexico. 


In regard to statehood, Gov. Printe 


eaya that the constitution was submit- 
ted to a vote by the people on October 
V, 1890, and it was defeated by a large 
majority. This action on the purt of 
the people, the governor says, while 
peculiar, does not indicate a disinclina- 
tion to assume the condition of state- 
hood. 
He says 
that New Mexico 


should not be kept Jn. the subordinate 
position of a territory, for the reason 
that she possesses the number of in- 
habitants, the resources, and the taxa- 
ble property necessary to admission. 


The total assessed valuation of the 


property of New Mexico in 1890 was 


itL9tf,847, and of this $1,072,105 was 


exempt from taxation under territorial 
laws. Tho financial condition of the 
territory, the governor says, is re- 
markably good. 


On the subject of irrigation the 


governor 
says there Is nothing of 


greater importance to New Mexico than 
this. The future of the territory de- 
pends very largely on the increase of its 
area of cultivated land through the 
comprehensive systems of irrigation., 
The mining industry throughout the 
whole 
territory 
has 
increased in 


amount and profit during the past year. 
The total mineral product for 1BDO was 
almost $3,1)00,000.

Iu 
February the Industrial School was chartered 
lod located temporarily in Mrs. Hamilton's 
tome aud the Union unanimously voted to ask 
he mayor to appoint her police matron. At her 
ivvn request ;Uiis was deferred until a house 
;uitable foi all these purposes could be found. 
Last January a house that might be made io 
answer the objects of the home was offered to 
he Union at a rent of $30 a mouth. A petition 
to the supervisors was then unanimously adopt- 
ed by the Union asking the county to pay tlie 
rent of a house to be used as an Industrial 
Home. AU the purposes for which the home 
VAS designed were fully sat lorth In tlie peti 
iou, which was published in all the city papers, 
I lie petitioners asked "that old or fueutu women 
who were county charges, and women aud chIL 
dreu iu need of temporary protection or she tvr 
night be committed to the home at county ex 
pense and that women who were countv charges 
women auU children m need of temporary pro

Home at county expense, aud that women or

Mrs. Millikin offered to donate to the Union 
the lot and house on the corner of Jasper and 
yauHAiucm street. The draft ol a constitution 
for an Industrial Home, which stated its objects 
to be: "To provide a home for aged and feeble 
women dopendent upon charity for support; a 
refuse and temporary relief to women aud chll 
dren hi distress or want, and to give rotiel aud 
protection to erring womou aud jjirlg, and t< 
destitute and dependent children who mj.y ap- 
ply for admission thereto, or may be placed 
therein by parents, guardians or other persons
